The meeting of March 21,2019 was called to order at7:30 PM by Mayor Dan M. Foy irr the
Council Chambers at 6530 West 79'r' Street Burbank. Il.

Mayor Foy requested a roll call which indicated the following members present: Alderwoman Barb
Gagle, Alderrnan Robert Contreras, Alderwoman Sheri Gustafson, Alderman James Grider,
Alderman John Pacella. Alderrnan Mitchell Piznarski, Alderman Jason Pyle. Mayor Dan M. Foy,
Clerk Barry J. Szymczak, Treasurer Dean Viverito and City Attorney Vince Cainkar.

PLEDGE OF Mayor Foy asked all to rise for the Pledge of Allegiance.
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Mayor Foy asked for a momeut of silence in memory of Greg Ford. Mr. Ford was a long time
resident of the City of Burbank, President of the Stickney Township Regular Democratic
Organization, formertreasurerof Burbank School District 111 and 220,past presidentof the South
Stickney Sanitary District, and retired employee of Peoples Gas.

Alderman Grider made a motion seconded by Alderman Contreras to approve the minutes of March

201 9. The motior.t was unanimously approved by voice vote and so declared by the Chair.

Alderman Grider then made a motion seconded by Alderwoman Gagle to approve the cument list of
bills.
